CASE CONTINUED TILL MONDAY 


Occupants of Car Give Testimony 
Same as Heretofore Stated—J, 
Imgrund Also Testified 


In 
the case of Harry C. Toma, 
which was called in municip al court 
at 2 o’clock Friday afternoon, before 
Municip al Jud ge J. W. Warn« r. with 
F. EL Murp hy of Crosby ap p earing 
for th e defense and County Attorney 
S. F. A lderman for the state. Judge 
W arner, who wished to commit some 
questions of law. continued the case 
unit! 10 o'clock Monday morning. 
Albert Sernett. of Cfoaby, was the 
flr« t wit ness « railed to the witne^* 
stand by the state, and was followed 
by Mrs. J. 
n. 
Haokett and Sadie 
K. IMchler. 
T heir testimony was In 
substantial agreement 
and showed 
that Mr. Toms met Miss IMchler In 
Hraiuerd, t h a t the other tw o ladies. 
Mrs. J. B. Hnckett and Miss Chris­ 
ten« McIntosh who were in the a c ­ 
cident. were picked up to be tok^n 
to Crosby to atteud a dance, that 
after being there 
for 
some 
time 
W ayland Smith and Albert Sernett 
were added to the number, that thev 
left Crosby driving around by B iv 
lake on the return trip, that five of 
th e p ersons were in the seat of the 
Buick roadster and that Albert Ser­ 
nett was on the r unning board, that 
the speed of the ear was never over 
15 to 20 miles an hour, and on t h ** 
best road p erhap s 25 miles an hour, 
and at th e time 
of 
the 
accident 
around 15 miles an hour; th a t W ay­ 
land Smith was holding Christen« ' 
McIntosh on his lap and that Mr*. 
J. B. Hackett sat on Sadie K. Plch- 
ler’s lap , that H arry C. Toms was 
fret* to control the t a r w ithout any 
interference, th a t there was no liquor 
in the p arty and th a t there was no 
disturbance in the car at th« i time 
when it went over with fatal conse­ 
quences. 
After the state had rested its case. 
Attorney F. K. Murp hy for th e de­ 
fense, moved that th« * case be dis- 
miftsed because evidence 
ka« l 
not 
been offered which would hold Mr. 
Toms over to the grand jury, there 
being no evidence as to speed, the 
load in the car, or of interior« uca 
either by the feet of the pimple in 
tb*> car or th e man sta nding on tie* 
running board, that there was no 
evidence to show that th« * crowding 
was responsible for the accident or 
of interference in any way with the 
driver of the ear. 
Jud ge W a rner sai« l that tU« * mo­ 
tion called for the dismissal of tlu 
case up on mere conjecture as there 
had been no testim ony by the driver 
of the car to show that there was no 
interference, and 
th a t 
the 
court 
could not puss upon th<> cast* until 
the court had heard the testimony 
of th« * driver of the ear relative u* 
his actions, ami th at the re tor« * the 
case could not be dismissed at th« » 
time. 
J oh n Im grund was the first w it­ 
ness 
called 
by 
th e 
defense. 
He 
stated th a t th e seating cap acity of 
tlu* Buick roadster is three p assen­ 
gers. 
That t h e seat of a 19 20 Buick 
roadster is wider t h a n the s« *at <d 
a 19 20 Buick touring t a r anti th a t 
ih« > w eight of the touring car is very 
little more than th at of th e roa d ­ 
ster. 
He would not admit th a t the 
weight in the car at the time of the 
accident was too much for the Buick 
roadster to carry. 
He said that Ser­ 
nett on th« 1 r unning boar<l could not 
interfere with the driver of the ear 
because tlu* top of the roadster p ro­ 
jects and would hold him aw ay from 
the driver. 
H a r ry C. Toms was then called in 
his own defense. 
His story was to 
I lie effect th a t he ex pected to go ♦«> 
Aitkiii and ha« l called for Mist IMch­ 
ler who was to 
acco mpany him. Miss 
IMchler asked him if he. would take 
the tw o other todies to Cronby, to 
the dance, as they were driving that 
way. 
He agreed. 
He told of the 
time sp ent iu Crosby and of the trip 
that ended in the accident. 
He ad ­ 
m itted a higher rate of speed th an 
the othe r witness, 32 miles per hour 
on the 
pavement, but rio mure t h a n 
15 miles at th e time of the accblent. 
He described the ch aracter of the 
turn in th e road, sta te d th a t he m *d*.* 
a quick t ur n of the steering whe 1 
and t h a t the wheels locked, result­ 
ing ir> the breaking of the wheels and 
the over-turning of the car, loading 
to the death, of Wayland Smith and 
Christ« ne McIntosh. • When th e car 
was upside down the lights were 
still burning, the angine running and 
the h orn blowing. 
It was 45 to 5« ‘ 
m inutes alter t>e accident before fc<- 
was released from his position un 
4 < *r 
the car and he though t th a t he was 


the only one under the car until it 
wa» lifted and he touched the girl 
who 
was 
lying 
there dead. 
Mr, 
Toms said that it was not th# first 
| time th a t six p ersons had been in 
the car, that his own p arents with 
friends to the num b e r of six had 
been out in it. 
F. K. Murp hy renewed his motion 
that the case be dismissed and on the 
same grounds as p reviously stated 
with th e additional weight of the 
testimony of John Imgrund and the 
defendant as to interference and the 
over-crowding of the car. 
Judgo W arner said that he wished 
to consult some m utters of law ami 
would tak« * the case under advise­ 
ment, nml announced 
its c ontinu­ 
ance until 10 o'clock Monday m orn­ 
ing.
